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Advisory Continuation Sheet: 

Applicant asserts that Wang fails to teach, suggest or provide motivation for the 
complexity estimation unit and the encoding unit as recited in the claim. Applicant 
further asserts that the rate control processor in Wang is different from the claimed 
complexity estimation unit in that the rate control processor determines a new target 
number of bits for each new program frame or new picture based on the program 
complexity for the encoded program frame (Remarks, p. 2). Although applicant's 
arguments are understood, the examiner respectfully disagrees. 

In Wang, the program complexity is calculated for a "super frame" i.e., a super 
GOP comprising a plurality of frames (see col. 9, line 28-36). However, each frame has 
its own complexity measure, and the target bit for each said frame is proportional to its 
own complexity measure. (See col. 9, line 38-43, col. 13, line 37-58). Further, the 
encoding unit as claimed is also shown in Wang (see fig. 3: 317). 
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
